Gettysburg, while thronged with 
deer hunters from the north and east, 
who passed through the town with 
Equipment on their way to the South 
Mountains and other points to the 
west of here, was but one of the 
stopping places for the "myriads of 
crusaders who went forth to do battle 
with hope in their heart* and a song 
on their lips." 
Scores of them, who hunt in bodies 
or camps, departed for tile hunting 
grounds early 
Friday, or even 
on 
Thursday, in older to prepare the 
camp site for tho two-week a activi­ 
ty, but lone sportsmen who prefer 
still hunting left their homes early 
this morning, and travelled through 
the darkness to the places where they 
intended to take up their stands. 
Throughout the night, automobiles 
flowed in intermittent streams through 
the town, and litUe sleep was to be 
had by those persons who reside near 
filling stations in Gettysburg. At one 
gasoline supply pump, 
twelve 
cars 
were counted at 3 a. rn., awaiting 
their turn In the line. 
Reports of Deer Shot 
The first kill reported at The Times 
office this morning was one made by 
Clarence M. Taylor, of Biglerville R. 
2, who reported shooting a 10-point 
buck at 7:30 o'clock.

north of the Linroln Highway.

Hunting alone, Joseph Current, of 
Cashtown, bagged a three-point buck 
at 8 o’clock this morning.

report that Willis Wolfe, of Stewarts­ 
town, York county, shot a six-prong 
buck, weighing 150 pounds at 9 o’clock 
this morning. 
The ok! Arendtsville Camp hung up 
its second kill this afternoon. 
The 
deer, one with 
four 
points, 
was 
brought to earth by Carey Beamer, 
and weighed 155 pounds. 
The deer 
was shot not more than a half mile 
from camp. 
Small Game Hunting Ends 
The open season for small game, ex­ 
cepting rabbits and hares, closed at 
sundown Friday night, and it is be­ 
lieved that 100,000 sportsmen took to 
the woods for the opening of the deer 
season, armed with rifles and shotguns 
loaded with single bullets. 
In spit* 
of this army of hunters, Stat* game 
commissioner Seth E. Gordon antici­ 
pates no fatalities this year. 
"There 
were only two men shot in mistake 
for deer last year, with practically the 
same number of hunters out, and ne­ 
cessity for looking at 
a deer more 
closely this year should eliminate all 
mistakes,” he said. 
The open season for elk, deer, and 
Iw-ar* 
will continue until December 
15, fifteen days in fact, but only 13 j 
bunting days, as two Sundays, on j 
which hunting is prohibited, intervene 
this year. 
Secretary Gordon, of the 
game commission, predicts the shoot­ 
ing of 7.500 deer this season, besing | 
his prediction on the fact that bl 15 
were killed last year. 
The small game season has been J 
successful, saki Secretary Gordon in 
a summary of the season.

The Old Age Assistance commission 
will have little money 
for 
either 
Adams county, or any other county of 
tee Mate, with which to pay assistance 
to aged persons, until a further ap­ 
propriation is made by the 1925 legis­ 
lature, James J. Maurer, 
chairman, 
has just announce*!. 
The only assistance which can be 
rendered, Mr. Maurer said, is that 
which can come from the $25,000 ap­ 
propriation made by the 1923 legisla­ 
ture, and which the commission will 
not need in its organization work. 
Aonointment of county old age as­ 
sistance boards by the commissioners 
of various counties in the State is be­ 
ing urged by the commission in order 
that that body may begin to function 
insofar as its appropriation permits. 
A. Epstein, secretary, in discussing 
the commission’s plans for the coming 
jycar, said formation of county boards 
was not urged until after the county 
elections in November, as many coun­ 
ty commissioners were candidates for 
reelection and the 
commission 
re­ 
frained from asking them to take on 
added duties while in the midst of 
their campaigns. Indications are that 
a board of trustees, similar to that 
handling Mother*’ Pensions, will be 
appointed in Adams county, to consist 
of from three to five members, w'ho 
will serve without pay, 
Miss M argaret McMillan, secretary 
of the local Red Cross chapter, through 
her activities in Adams county a* a 
general welfare worker, has received 
about fifteen application* for assist­ 
ance in cases of needy ogl'd persons, 
but., due to the fact that aho bas no 
official connection whatever with the 
commission had no recourse but to 
turn them ovqr to the board. 
Nor 
can any action be taken on the cases 
reported until the appointment of a 
county board by the commissioner* 
for Adams county. 
How Hoards Are To Be Formed 
The State commission has proposed 
that the county Innards consisting of 
three members be composed of one 
woman, one employer and one person 
representing employes, accurse similar 
to that followed by Governor Pinchot 
in forming the State commission. The 
county boards must serve without pay, 
but are to be allowed their expenses. 
All applications for pension^ must tie 
made to them. 
They must also in­ 
vestigate all applications and either 
approve or disapprove them 
before 
they arc sent to the commission, which 
is the final arbiter on all requests for 
assistance. 
Many applications 
have been 
re­ 
ceived by the State commission, Mr. 
Epstein said, but can receive no con­ 
sideration until the organization of the 
county board*. Several counties have 
reported the receipt of almost IOO appli­ 
cations, through misinterpretation of 
the synopsis of the law which wa* pre­ 
pared for publication, thus causing 
many persons to believe the commis­ 
sion was ready to function, the secre­ 
tary added. 
Although granted an appropriation 
of only $25,000, for the current bien­ 
nium, Mr. Epstein said that the com­ 
mission by exercising the 
strictest 
economiesjdans to begin the payment 
of assistance in 1924. 
It was pointed 
out that few of the many applicant* 
can bo paid until after the next appro­ 
priation by the 1926 legislature, but 
by keeping salaries and expense* at a 
minimum, it is proposed to aid as 
many of the more deserving cases a* 
possible.

pear before it in its inquiry into the 
leasing of the Teapot Bomi naval re­ 
serve to the Sinclair interests. 
The invitation, 
sent 
by 
Senator 
Smoot, chairman, 
summarized 
the 
testimony given Friday and informed 
Mr. Fall of the committee’s opinion 
that he should have an opportunity 
to be heard. 
Besides Magee, who is editor of the 
New Mexico State Tribune, of Al­ 
buquerque, the committee heard tes­ 
timony by G. V. Clayton, once treas­ 
urer of Otero county, in which Mr. 
Fall’s ranch is situated, and Willard 
Harris, ownet of adjoining property 
purchased about two years ago by 
Mr. Fall. 
In reply to Senator Walsh's ques­ 
tions, Magee said Fall had told him 
in 1920 
that 
he 
was 
“completely 
broke.” 
By 1923, however, he con­ 
tinued, “great changes’’ 
had 
been 
made 
in 
improvement of the Fall 
ranch at Three Rivers, N. M. Harris 
testified that some of the improve­ 
ments referred to had been made, to 
his 
personal 
knowledge, 
several 
years ago. 
Clayton, also questioned at length 
by Senator Walsh, told the commit­ 
tee that Fall was on the delinquent 
tax list in 1919, 
but that 
assured 
county officials the $8000 due would 
be 
paid 
promptly 
when 
errors 
in assessments were corrected. 
Sen­ 
ator Walsh then submitted an affi­ 
davit from the present county treas­ 
urer, saying that Fall had paid all 
his delinquent taxes, running back 
as far as 1912. 
The Teapot Dome lease was given 
in April, 1922, and Fall paid all his 
assessment arrears in June, 1922, ac­ 
cording to the statement read by 
Senator Walsh. 
Throughout 
the 
session, 
exami­ 
nation of the witnesses was conducted 
almost wholly by Senator Walsh. The 
story’ thus brought out from Magee 
wa* that he negotiated in 1920 with 
Fall for purchase of the Albuquerque 
State Tribune; that 
Fall 
said 
he 
was “completely broke,” was unable 
to keep up his ranch 
or 
pay 
his 
taxes, and intended to resign from 
the semite to recoup his private for­ 
tune. 
The senator’s statement was borne 
out, the witness said, by the condi­ 
tion of tho ranch ami roads leading 
to it. 
Magee said he jessed through 
Three Rivers again last August and 
“was confused because of the great 
change.” 
A 
first-class 
road 
went 
through tho Fall property, he testi­ 
fied, and there were concrete gutters 
stone culverts and trees on each side. 
Senator Lenroot, Republican, Wis­ 
consin, then developed that there had 
been bitter political differences be­ 
tween Magee arid Fall, which the w it­ 
ness said had grown out of an at­ 
tack by him on the operation of the 
land office in New Mexico.

ANTI-BONUS MOVEMENT 
It is evident th at Secretary Mel­ 
lows plan for income tax reduction 
has 
put 
the soldiers’ bonus advo­ 
cates more on the defensive than 
ever. 
There is now stronger opposi­ 
tion 
to 
the 
bonus outside of the 
ranks of the w ar veterans. 
There is 
also stronger opposition within those 
ranks. 
The Ex-Service-Men’s Anti- 
Bonus League, which started a fight 
against bonus indorsement at the re­ 
cent convention of the American Le­ 
gion 
in 
San 
Francisco, is making 
fresh efforts to discredit tho bonus 
campaign. 
This League has tried to obtain a 
national expression of opinion from 
the veterans, asking the governors of 
various states to perm it the use of 
the regular election machinery for 
that purpose on December IC. 
The 
result ha? not been encouraging, and 
this particular plan seems likely to 
fall through. 
It 
would 
be a 
fine 
thing, however, if some way could 
be devised for obtaining a dependable 
verdict on the issue by a majority 
of ex-service men. 
No such verdict 
seems ever to have been rendered. 
The American Legion was not at 
first in favor of a bonus. 
Later it 
championed the cause officially, and 
ita leaders’ position was assumed to 
have the support of the membership 
generally. 
Recent 
developments J 
arouse doubt as to just how general 
th at support is. Opposition has been 
voiced by local units of the legion 
in 
various 
places. 
Representative 
Burton of Ohio reported to President 
Coolidge the other day that he had 
addressed 
a 
veterans’ 
meeting 
in 
Cleveland and found sentim ent prac­ 
tically unanimous against the bonus. 
According to the opposition, more 
aud more of the veterans are com­ 
ing to regard the bonus proposal as 
had, 
because 
they 
“resent 
living 
placed before tho country as m er­ 
cenaries, seeking a money reward for 
service rendered,” and because they 
fear 
that 
a 
bonus measure would 
keep up taxes, hurt business condi­ 
tions and mean a loss oven to the 
beneficiaries. 
A trustw orthy veterans' vote on 
this subject would 
not 
necessarily 
settle the m atter, but would be use­ 
ful for the information of the public 
and Congress.
